Representative Edgar W. Hiestand to discuss with him his letter to the 
Director concerning reports "that Communists are planning on taking 
over Mexico and the rest of South America in 1963 in order to attack us 
from that direction. " Mr. Hiestand was detained on the floor and I discussed 
the matter with his secretary, Mrs. Maxine Stark. On the basis of the 
information provided by WH Division, I advised Mrs. Stark that we had 
received similar reports from other sources and were watching this area 
very closely. I added that while the Communist Party is very active in 
South and Central America our investigation did not confirm reports of 
any overall plan to take over the governments in this area during 1963 
for an attack against the U.S. I asked Mrs. Stark in responding to inquiries 
on this subject that she not attribute this information to the Agency. She 
said she understood and was most appreciative of the information. In the 
course of conversation, I referred to Mr. Hiestand' s unannounced visit 
to the building site on a weekend in February and again extended an 
invitation to him to make a tour of the building at his convenience.
